New Delhi, the 26th July, 2012 

S.0.1711(E)- —Whereas, vide notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of 
‘SurfaceTransport (Roads Wing) number S.O. 78 (E), dated the 4 th February, 1999, issued under section 
11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), the Central Government, 
entrusted the stretch from Km 75.000 to Km 395.870 (Vijayawada to Visakhapatnam section) of National 
Highway No. 5, in the State of Andhra Pradesh, to the National Highways Authority of India 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Authority”); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the National Highways Act, 1956 (48 
of 1956), read with rule (3) of the National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 
2008 (hereafter referred to as the “said Rules”), the Central Government hereby levies the fee at the rates 
specified in column (2) of the Table 1 for net road section length of 89.270 kilometer (hereinafter referred 
to as “base rate”) for use of the four and more lane sections on the Type of Vehicles specified in column 
(1) of Table 1 below, for the use of the section from kilometer km 272.00 to km 358.00 (new drainage 
km 830.525 to km 741.255), (Ankapalli to Tuni) on the National Highway No. 5 in the State of Andhra 
Pradesh and authorises the Authority to collect, either through its officials or through a contractor, the 
said fee, namely: -

Provided that notwithstanding whether the Section of the national highway or the bridge has been 
taken for further lane upgradation or not, the mcrease in the rate of fee for use of a Section of such 
national highway, permanent bridge, bypass or tunnel constructed through any public funded 
project or any build, operate and transfer (annuity) project constructed before the commencement of 
the said rules, shall not be increased after the commencement of the National Highways Fee 
(Determination of Rates and Collection) Second Amendment, Rules, 2011 by more than twenty-five 
per cent of the rates of fee applicable immediately before such commencement and further annual 
mcrease shall m no case be more than twenty-five per cent of the rate applicable in the immediately 
preceding year.” ' J
